When BYU reaches its prophetic destiny, how will it be 


different than it is now? 

BYU will possess four distinguishing characteristics: 1) we 
will go more to scripture to develop the hypotheses of our 
inquiries rather than to the theories of men; 2) we will be 
more adept at integrating truth, and this integration will go 
beyond the popular trend of integrating department; 3) we 
will not expect all things from all people, and all people will 
not be expected to do the same thing. Each student and 
faculty member will be prized for his unique skill and talent; 
4) we will be fed problems and areas of inquiry by the 
Brethren to better understand the implications and impact of 
the inspiration received. We will be supported by many 
gifts—both spiritual and financial. We will depend less on 
tithing funds and more on the donations made by wealthy 
members. 

You mentioned that we will go more to the scriptures for 
areas of inquiry: how will this take place? 

Well, take for example the scripture: “Wickedness never 
was happiness.’ This scripture is full of potential hypothesis 
for sociologists and psychologists. There are a number of 
socially acceptable ways of sinning; nevertheless, they are 
sources of unhappiness for the practicioners. One way of 
creating a better society would be to show in a sociological 
way that some very acceptable behavior may be sin and lead 
to unhappiness. 

Another interesting scripture is “There is not space, unless 
there is no kingdom.,..”’ What would happen if we were to 
discover the forces which hold atoms together and the forces 
Opperative in holding the universe together. .. could such 
discoveries help solve transportation and energy problems; I 
don’t know, but at least this is another area of inquiry, one 
of many that could be developed around scriptural 
injunctions. 

How might the structure of the university change if better 
integrated? 

Right now, we’re broken down into colleges and 
departments with subfields within the department. And, I 
think that people lose perspective while gaining a better look 
at a smaller and smaller piece of knowledge. They lose the 
feeling of how things fit together. And, if that be true within 
a field, it is more true between fields. We are now housed in 
different buildings and when we do get together it is to listen 
to one speaker, not to talk to each other. We have few 
intradisciplinary institutes on this campus. I wonder what 
would happen if we had many multidimensional institutes 
which would bring people together to work on a common 
problem. I don’t believe inspiration or guidance necessarily 
comes along profession lines. If we would break down 
barriers and cooperate in solving problems we could speed up 
the learning process. The new general education program is a 
step in the right direction. 


What kind of relationship between faculty, administration 
and students do you envision? 


I think we’ll have a relationship where faculty members are 
senior learners and students are junior learners. It’s

conceivable that students would know more about something 
that a professor or that a student may have keener insight 
that a professor. There will be a pooling of knowledge for the 
betterment of all. Also, I think students will become more 
“agressive” in that they seek to pursue individual quests 
within the framework of of the course. A student ought to 
have the option of doing more of what he feels is relevant 
than what the professor feels is necessary. Finally, professors 
will spend less time teaching large groups and more time 
teaching individuals in small groups. Students will be doing 
more research on their own. They'll be expected to be 
professional right from the beginning. 

Moreover, the administration will make rules to facilitate 
learning and will be less concerned with making sure 
professors work. In other words, I see their role as facilitative 
rather than directive or punative. 

What are the obstacles to achieving the prophetic destiny? 

One of the greatest barriers is the jealousy and the 
selfishness of the people. At BYU there is more of this than 
there should be. As we overcome jealousy and selfishness, we 
can become confident in our competence—we need to feel 
that we can interact with without feeling that we have 
something to hide. 

We first need to feel that in the final analysis, it won’t 
matter whether it is my program or his program. . . only that 
is succeeds. Then, we won’t be jockeying for position but 
will be willing to say to each other, “That is a great idea.” I 
once believed this was impossible, but after a recent 
experience with a task force at the LTM, I’m convinced that 
it is. Our task group was composed of very capable men and 
women of strong personal opinion. But after one of the 
General Authorities came to campus and gave us a charge, we 
then went to work with the sweetest, politest feeling ever 
experienced. If that feeling could permeate the campus, it 
would be easy to do intradisciplinary inquiry, whereas now it 
is difficult... we have to shop around for friends... our 
intradisciplinary inquiry is based on friendship rather than on 
expertise. A change would mean a powerful difference in our 
ability to do things. 

It has been prophesied that BYU will continue throughout 
the millenium. What will its role be then? 

Possibly two roles: first, the education of the non-Mormon 
and non-Christian peoples in the millenial world, or at least, 
the development of leadership for these nations and peoples. 
A second function might be to set the records straight—to 
tell history, for example, in terms of real cost of victories and 
defeats. 

I think the university can play a role in the ushering in the 
millenium by training people to cope with the problems that 
face them. Elder Ashton recently reminded us that we need 
to cope with and not retreat from the world’s problems. We 
need to train leaders who can prepare the world for the 
coming of the Savior. 

We need to remember that revealed truth is the foundation 
of this university. We need to build on that foundation and 
become Zionistic people. And that means relating to one 
another very differntly than we presently do. I’m convinced 
that the more Zionistic we become, the easier it will be to

Musician at heart 


Monday Magazine writer Barry Rishton began researching 
his story on the tabernacle organ at age 16. That is when he 
auditioned on the organ with Alexander Schreiner. Since 
then, Rishton has had a romantic attachment to the massive 
instrument. : 

Jounalist Rishton is a musician at heart. During high 
school, he practiced on the organ for six hours each day. But 
his mission experience coverted him to journalism—seems he 
couldn’t kick the habit of meeting and talking with people. 
Now he practices the organ for two hours each day and plays 
journalist for six. The roles have been reversed. 

“Alexander Schreiner told me that I’m smart for becoming 
a journalist,” says Rishton. ‘“‘He knows that there just isn’t 
much of a market for organists—unless you like playing in 
cathedrals.” 

On this story, Rishton started with chopsticks and ended 
up with a concerto. The story grew on him. After covering 
the Salt Lake Tabernacle organ, he discovered that the 
original was here on campus. He investigated and found the 
organ hidden away in disuse. Now armed with a cause, 
Rishton reworked his story. “‘I would really like to see the 
organ restored and played,”’ says Rishton. 

Oppostion soon formed. First, Riston kept losing things 
like his story, a carbon copy, and the contact prints of the 
organ. And, before concluding his story, he had to assuage 
some concerned people in the Music Dept. 

But Rishton came through with a chiming story, and we 
give it full play on page 13. 
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Movie Review 


Adult fairy tale

Note: “High Noon” will be playing with “Letter from an 
Unknown Woman” as part of the BYU Film Society’s 
program on February 28 and March 1. 


Westerns are the most popular Hollywood genre, yet the 
setting in Western films is almost completely mythical. The 
flavor and atmosphere found in most Westerns is the product 
of a long string of evolving cliches relative to our frontier 
heritage. Westerns are fairy-tales for adults; they provide a 
believable setting in which the most blatant of morality plays 
can develop on the screen. Good guys and bad guys are part 
of the game, and somehow we believe that, in the purity and 
basicness of the Old West, life was as clearly defined as black 
and white hats. 

It has been argued that Westerns are the most profound of 
all films because of the very fact that they provide a credible 
setting for human parables and myths. ““High Noon”? is the 
story of a sheriff, palyed by Gary Cooper, who puts morality 
above expedience and vows to kill Frank Miller. Miller, a 
vicious criminal inexplicably released from jail, is arriving in 
town on the noon train. Cooper canvases the town, trying to 
get support against the Miller gang, but is systematically 
turned down by the people. As French critic Jacques 
DoniolValcroze puts it, Cooper is “alone against the four 
bandits who. have sworn to kill him, but also alone among 
those he is trying to save.’’ The townspeople all have credible 
reasons for their apathy: hopeless despair, cowardice, 
ambition, and religion. 

“High Noon” is a bitter metaphorical indictiment of 
McCarthyism. Carl Foreman, who wrote the script, was 
forced to live and work abroad on account of the studio 
black-listings that resulted from the McCarthy witch-hunt. 
Foreman, like others similarly banished, did well for himself 
elsewhere and was allowed to write in the United States, 
after some time, under a pseudonym. This did not hit 
Foreman until after ““High Noon,’ however, which did bear 
his name and therefore carried an undeniable political 
connotation. The lack of support for Cooper from 
townspeople who were too weak to resist the obvious “‘bad 
guy” who threatened their liberty was seen by many as a 
direct allusion to the phenomenon of McCarthyism. 

Fred Zinneman directed ‘‘High Noon” without concern for 
its politics, and turned Foreman’s “social comment” film 
into a suspense picture—a race against time complete with a 
clock montage as twelve o’clock noon is approached. Cooper 
is photographed in close-up, which contrasts with the group 
shots of the rest of the town and shows Cooper to be 
hopelessly alone. The end of the film sees Zinneman cutting 
between the approaching train, the clocks, Cooper’s face, the 
worried townspeople, and Cooper’s “‘last will and testament’”’ 
with increasing rhythm. 

The Zinneman/Foreman combination was a happy one; 
Foreman wrote a script that could have been unwieldy and 
embarassing, but Zinneman shot it as inspired entertainment. 
The greatest American films—‘“‘Citizen Kane’ is a perfect 
example—are the ones that can be enjoyed strictly as 
entertainment, if the viewer is unable to probe deeper. Yet 
the images on the screen constitute more than plain 
entertainment; they build a thematic examination of the 
human condition that can be quite. profound if fully 
comprehended. Zinneman claimed that people ‘“‘reacted to 
‘High Noon’ primarily as drama. The other inference was 
secondary.” The real art of enjoying movies comes when the 
secondary and tertiary inferences are partially perceived 
along with the wholly understood surface story. Repeated 
viewings can then uncover further rewarding insights, and 
film becomes more than a flippant escape.

Six-year-old Kippy is all boy. His black 
eyes flash playfully as he ambles out of the 
lunchroom and into the crowded hall. He 
grabs his coat and dashes up the stairs and 
off to play. 

Later that day, the children in his 
kindergarten class are eagerly participating in 
a lesson on tooth care. As they are asked 
how often they brush their teeth, one of the 
children is wide-eyed as he says, “Look at 
Kippy’s teeth!’ Kippy opens his mouth 
obediently and reveals two rows of rotting, 
black baby teeth. 


Class in the ghetto 

“Tack of dental care is our number one 
health problem here,” John Maxfield 
explains as he hunches over his desk in a tiny 
basement office. 

Maxfield, a BYU graduate student in 
health, is doing a field work project for 
Health Science 511. And “‘here”’ is the Early 
Learning Center, a school for 
Spanish-American children four to eight 
years old. The Catholic school is in the old 
Sixteenth Ward chapel in Salt Lake City and 
enrolls 77 children, primarily 
Spanish-Americans, although there are a few 
blacks and two white children. 


Spanish spoken 

The ELC has two learning programs. One 
is taught completely in English. The other, 
forschildren who -come from 
Spanish-language and bi-lingual homes, is 
completely in Spanish. 

The ELC is one of many services to 
Spanish-Americans provided by the 
Guadalupe Center, directed by the REv. 
Jearald Merrill. The Guadalupe Center is a 
mutifaceted operation, that includes the La 
Morena Cafe, the main support for other 
Center projects; a credit union; a nonprofit 
housing corporation; and adult education 
program; migrant programs; and the Pine 
Canyon Ranch for boys, a rehabilitation 
facility for delinquents 14 to 18 years old. 

Father Merrill is a small man with a wide 
brown mustache that curves slightly past the

corners of his mouth. He grins broadly and 
leans back in his chair when he is asked to 
define the philosophy of Guadalupe Center. 


The ‘open door’ 

“That’s hard,’ he chuckles, “I’m more 
practical than philosophical these days.” 
Then carefully, thoughtfully, he begins: 
“Basically, we want to fill human needs by 
involving the poor in self-help. We try to 
recognize what problems can be solved and 
work on those. We look for the open door. 
We don’t pound on closed ones.” 

Education director for the Guadalupe 
Center is Suzanne Weiss, supervisor of the 
adult education program, and classes at Pine 
Canyon Ranch. She also is the principal of 
the Early Learning Center. 


Founded in 1970 
The ELC was founded in 1970 as a 
demonstration project. Mrs. Weiss explains 
the purpose of the Early Learning Center: 

“We wanted to find out how poor children 
learn and what methods can be used to teach 
them. We also wanted to find out if 
bi-lingual education is possible.” 

Mrs. Weiss frowns as she explains that 
poor children are deficient in auditory skills. 
They don’t hear sounds as correctly as 
middle-class children, which makes it harder 
for them to imitate language. 

“You cannot teach poverty children two 
languages,” Mrs. Weiss emphasizes. “They 
need to master one language. That’s why we 
teach the ones with Spanish-speaking 
backgrounds in Spanish and the others in 
English.” 

According to Mrs. Weiss, by the time the 
children leave the Early Learning Center and 
enter fourth grade, they have a firm 
background in Spanish and can adjust to 
learning English more easily. 


Tuition fees 

Not all the children in the school are 
poverty level. Tuition is $168 a year for 
grades one-to three and $140 a year for 
children in kindergarten. Children whose 
families cannot afford tuition are asked to 
pay $2 a month.

“We needed to be a little 
more open with the public.” 


Increased coverage 

After one year, he says 
news coverage of police 
activities has nearly tripled. 
Part of the reason could be 
what police call the ‘“‘Code 
20” program which Nielsen 
adopted. Under his order, all 
the major newspapers and 
radio stations in the city are 
called whenver anything of 
major community interest 
happens. 

Another way Nielsen has 
worked to meet the public 
relations gap is through 
public speeches. “‘I feel like a 
one-man speaker’s bureau,” 
he says after appearing before 
approximately 100 
community groups in the past 
year. 

But reaching the public is 
only part of the job, the chief 
says. He could see changes 
that needed immediate 
attention in his department. 
He started hiring civilian 
dispatchers to put more men 
on the street, A new training 
program was implemented, 
giving every man in the 
department at least 50 hours 
of training per year.

The record keeping system, 
which hadn’t seen any 
changes since 1952, was 
revamped, making more 
copies of records available

High above the Joseph Smith Building 
auditorium stage, tightly wedged between 
the rafters is a mammoth, 80-rank pipe 
organ which contains the original pipes 
Joseph Ridges installed in the Salt Lake 
Tabernacle 108 years ago. 

It sits there, silent, like a huge monster 
with wooden and metal pipes, towering 
unseen over the auditorium stage. Some of 
the pipes are enclosed in wooden chambers 
about the size of a small classroom. Wires 
and air pipes run in every direction, once 
supplying the organ with it’s vital life 
supply. But now the giant pipes are silent. 

The organ at one time filled the 
Tabernacle in Salt Lake City with its rich 
tones,- back in the days when Brigham 
Young spoke at General Conference in the 
great. hall, on Temple Square. 

But the organ today is old and worn. Its 
leather is cracking from age. It has not been 
used since last year. 

“The organ isn’t functioning,’ says Dr. 
James Joseph Keeler, professor of organ at 
BYU, “We kept it. going until the air leaks 
became too bad.” 

BYU received the organ from the 
Tabernacle in 1948 when the organ there 
was rebuilt. “The reason we needed the 
organ revised was because of an increase in 
demands,” says Dr. Alexander Schreiner, 
chief organist at the Tabernacle. He still 
thinks the old organ is good and usable. 
“Joseph Ridges was an able organ builder,” 
he adds. 

Looking at the old pipes and climbing up 
the many ladders and catwalks, it is easy to 
imagine the organ’s rich history. Twenty 
wagons drawn by 60 yoke of oxen were used 
to transport the lumber necessary to hand 
make the huge pipes in the organ. They were 
cut from mountain timber 300 miles south 
of Salt Lake City. 

The 80 ranks of pipes which are gathering 
dust in the attic of the JSB Auditorium are a 
far cry from the sophisticated musical 
wonder now located in the Temple Square 


Tabernacle, with its 189 ranks and 10,814 


pipes. 

In contrast to the tight, confined attic 
quarters of the JSB organ, the newer 
Tabernacle organ stands open, three stories 
tall, with sets of huge towering pipes 32 feet 
deep. These are the familiar gold pipes which 
remain from the original organ. Most of the 
rest of the pipes were sent to BYU. 

“‘The organ is romantic, copying the 
instruments of the orchestra,’ says Melvin 
Dunn, Tabernacle organ technician as he 
pointed to a rank of pipes called “an 
orchestral oboe.” The organ looks more like 
a huge machine, rather than an instrument, 
with its clean and tidy walkways painted 
gray to show the tuners where they may 
walk to get to the pipes. 

‘We don’t tune the organ every day,” says 
Dunn. He explains the organ is run on 
direct current and the wind is supplied by a 
30-horsepower blower. Many circuits and 
metal conduits connect the organ to the 
console like umbilical cords. 

Dunn says that the original organ had 
about 700 pipes and the keyboard was 
immeiately connected to the main body of 
the organ. Since it was built in 1867 several 
revisions and additions have been made to 
the organ. ‘“‘What makes good sound is the 
quality of the material, adds Dunn. The fine 
woods and metals used in both of the organs 
give them their beautiful tones. 

“Tt is important for an organ to have a 
cohesion of sound,” he continues. Different 
pipes produce different tones. ““Like in the 
spring you have new folliage and see 
different shades of green. In an organ, you 
have various tonal colors.”’ 

The organ contains many wooden 
‘chests,’ each about the size of a small 
classroom, which contain the various 
sections of the organ. By means of louvers, 
the chests may be opened or closed to adjust 
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the volume of sound, says Dunn as he moves 
one of the louvers. 

Climbing ladders, and walking cautiously, 
Dunn points out the various sections of the 
organ with its thousands of pipes. ““They 
wanted something like rain, a shower of 
sound,” he says. The organ is powerful, yet 
not bombastic. 

“Technically speaking, 
divisions in the organ,’ Dunn explains. 
‘“Great, Swell, Choir, Solo, Positiv, 
Bombarde, Antiphonal, and Pedal.” He then 
showed some very large pedal pipes 32 feet 
tall which were large enough to crawl 
through. Dunn said that it took a heavy 
draft to blow pipes as big as 2 square feet in 
diameter. 

The old Tabernacle organ also has a set of 
32-foot pipes, according to Merrill Cox, 
BYU organ and piano technician. He reaches 
to the top of one of the old 16 foot pipes 
and moves a wooden stopper which adjusts 
the pitch. A 16 foot pipe, when it is 
stopped, will play an octave lower, which is 
equivalent to 32-foot pitch, says Cox. 

The organ in the JSB consists of five 
divisions, Great, Swell, Choir, Solo, and 
Pedal, adds Cox. He climbs around.a pipe to 
reach another séction of the organ. “If you 
didn’t eat your lunch you'll be able to get 
through,” he laughs. 

Cox says the organ had so many air leaks 
it sounded like a rushing stream when it was 
last played. He then pointed to a hole where 
the leather had cracked. ““To play again, the 
whole organ would probably have to be 
releathered,”’ he says. 

Right now, the fate of the original 
Tabernacle organ remains in question. The 
Music Department faculty would like to 
restore it to its original glory, but the cost of 
‘such renovation would be prohibitive. Value 
of the old organ as a historic artifact goes 
unquestioned, but as some faculty members 
point out, such a large instrument would be 
nearly impossible to display in a museum. 

And so, the great organ that first played 
for the Mormon Pioneers, that accompanied 
the first Tabernacle Choir, that filled Temple 
Square with its rich sounds for 81 years has 
now been stilled, perhaps forever. 

Dr. Keeler believes the old organ will 
remain in its present state until the 
University decides what to do with it. ““No 
future plans for its restoration have been 
made.” he says.

Meanwhile, the newer Tabernacle organ in 
Salt Lake City continues in full operation 
daily, with organ recitals, rehearsals and 
choir broadcasts. 


Commenting about the potential of this 
great organ and comparing it with others, 
Dr. Schreiner displays. reluctance. “In the 
arts we don’t like to compare instruments,”’ 
he declares. “It is like a car. It takes you 
where you want to go.”

one seems to encourage or 
discourage it—it’s just no big 
deal.” 

One aspect of Indian 
philosophy that is attractive 
to Anglo students is the 
Lamanites’ apparent 
selflessness in their pursuit of 
an education. While most 
students facing graduating ask 
themselves, “What are my 
needs? How can I best meet 
them?’’, an average response 
from the Lamanite is “Where 
am I most needed?” John 
Powless, for example, justifies 
the time and money of law 
school because, “Today, 
tribes are engaged in conflicts 
with other tribes and are 
re-examining treaties and 
statutes, and there is a 
significant need for Indian 
attorneys to provide legal 
counsel. Why pursue lucrative 
corporate law when I want 
more than just personal 
luxury? Whites aren’t 
necessarily more materialistic, 
but they have been saturated 
in industrial society longer 
and it has drawn them away 
from nature and their roots.” 

William Fox is a man witha 
clear perspective of the 
give-and-take that can be 
achieved between the 
mamanives: and their 
benefactors. The adviser for 
the Tribe of Many Feathers 
was quoted in “The Eagle’s 
Eye” as saying: “Not only am 
I of service to the Indian 
students, but they are of 
service to me. They have 
great values, respect, 
patience, and honor and by 
working with them, I’m a 
different person, a better 
person. I have more patience 
and more understanding. I 
feel I’m more creative and 
more successful. I remember 
trying to help one boy 
develop his leadership ability. 
We worked together for 
months. The night I saw him 
conduct a banquet and give a 
speech, I knew the meaning 
of ‘my cup runneth over.’”’ 


Indians at Brigham Young 
are not reticent about sharing 
views dealing with the 
problems of their minority. 
The informal rap session at 
the Brimhall building also 
produced opinions such as 
these: 

Concerning Indian empathy 
with other minorities: “The 
thing that might draw 
minority groups together is 
that we’re all compared to 
and judged by the same white 
standard,’’ said Chester 
Yellowman. Fred Echohawk 
pointed out that there might 
be some jealousy because 
“While blacks had legal 
citizenship after the Civil 
War, Indians, the first true 
Americans, didn’t get 
citizenship until 1924. An 
immigrant may come to this 
country and expect some 
inequities and not mind, but 
this country was the Indians’ 
home and it is hard for him 
to place himself at the end of 
any line. Indians were even 
the only minority to actually 
have war declared on them by 
ttre Usted States 
government. 

Concerning labeling and 
stereotyping: Rena John, 
member of the Lamanite 
Generation, feels that. white 
Sateurd-e nets oh dav. ean 
anachronistic, outdated image 
of the Indian as a savage 
warrior. from a television 
Western. Ray Tracey says, 
“People will say, ‘You’re a 
fine Lamanite,’ not, ‘You're a 
great guy,’ but, ‘You’re a fine 
Lamanite.’ ’’? Fred notes that 
when “everyone categorizes 
us as INDIANS instead of 
referring to us as Commanche 
or Sioux or Piute or Navajo, 
our individuality suffers.” 
Roger Harrison felt like 
‘‘While the Church’s 
Placement Program is 
well-motivated and highly 
successful, it tended to try 
and make Indians just like 
whites instead of encouraging 
our own culture like they 
have the Polynesian culture.” 

No stereotype has damaged 
Indian self-concept and 
precluded meaningful 
dialogue between Indians and 


whites more than the notion 
that all reservation Indians 
are drunks, Steve Wilson, who 
served as District Leader in a 
Navajo Nation’s mission area 
and is widely known and 
trusted in Lamanite circles 
recognizes that a problem of 
alcoholism does exist but is 
overstated. “Sociologists tend 
to take out a magnifying glass 
so they can’t see the forest 
for the trees, or else they take 
out a telescope so that they 
are removed from the 
problem. What happens when 
they investigate the problem 
is that they ignore variables. 
It’s like when one says, 
‘Suicide is the leading cause 
of death among teenagers.’ 
That ignores the fact that 
teenagers don’t have heart 
diseases as much, or senility 
at all, or other factors.” 

Those who speak on behalf 
of Indians or any other 
minority are at one moment 
eloquent and convincing, and 
at other moments are only 
too ordinary and dubious, N. 
Scott Momady, a Kiowa 
Indian and winner of a 
Pulitzer Prize for fiction in 
1969, addressed a BYU 
Forum Assembly with these 
beautifully incisive words on 
Indian identity: “We are what 
we imagine. Our best destiny 
is to imagine who and what 
and that we are. The worst 
tragedy that can befall us is 
to go unimagined.” And yet 
this sweeping generalizations 
of the comprehensive Indian 
‘‘world view” must have 
thrown roadblocks in the 
path of Indian/Anglo 
dialoque: “It is easier for an 
Indian than a non-Indian to 
relate himself to all phases of 
the universe, to relate to the 
distant. parts. That kind of 
comprehension is typical in 
the Indian world. Indians 
have a greater realization of 
human potential, of 
understanding self, and are 
closer to perfection,’ 
Momaday declares. 

William Nakai, President of 
the Tribe of Many Feathers, 
hasn’t won a Pulitzer Prize. 
But he has thrust himself into 
the mainstream of society,

and far from being swept off 
his feet, is vigorously coming 
to grips with who he is, 
without the inflammatory 
rhetoric of Momady, which if 
they were the words of the 
white majority would be 
attacked as bigotry. Nakai is 
realistic about the conflicts: 
‘There is a great deal of soul 
searching done by many who 
leave the Indian ways. We 
must determine where we 
belong—what it is we are to 
do with our lives.’’ An article 
on Nakai by Allen Palmer 
further quotes John Maestas, 
chairman of the BYU Indian 
Education Department, in 
explaining the pressures of 
Indian adjustments: ‘‘Most of 
the Indian students go 
through a stage of wanting to 
believe they are brown ‘white 
kids’, then they begin to see 
some of the inequities 
between the different ways of 
life—and they insist on 
remaining ‘Indian’ in every 
sense of the word. They feel 
caught between two worlds 
and believe they have to 
belong to one or the other.” 

Helen W. Johnson, an 
Agricultural Department 
expert and assistant to the 
director of the agency’s 
Economics Development 
program, notes the increasing 
impatience and militancy of 
Indians with these words: 
ooW hen: a2 rPoup ws 
disadvantaged socially and 
economically, and bears the 
psychological burden of being 
a minority in the surrounding 
society, adjustments toward 
upward mobility are 
particularly frustrating.” 

What to do about those old 
‘“‘read and white blues”? 
When one’s identity as a child 
of God is firmly felt, one has 
a feeling for communication 
with his brothers and sisters. 
Whether white, black, brown, 
red, or yellow skinned. And 
the climb to a peak of 
greatness will best be 
accomplished in tandem 
ascent. How will BYU fulfill 
its prophetic destiny? Most 
probably with an Apache and 
an Anglo tied to the same 
rope.
